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THE PROPRIETARY KEBATE PLAN. 


Since the publication of the rebate 
plan to control thesaleof proprietary 
medicines, which, as stated in our last, 
was suggested by the conference com- 
mittee of proprietors, jobbers and re- 
tailers, the opinion has grown that it 
isthe best scheme that could be de- 
vised to meet the emergency. As the 
plan was drawn up by a retailer, who 
undoubtedly had the interests of his 
craft at heart, it is reasonable to be- 
lieve it will meet the desires of the re- 
tail trade, which it aims to benefit. 
Whether it will receive their indorse- 
ment has not yet been definately de- 
termined, but the fact is evident that 
it will be supported by the jobbing 
trade and that the manufacturers are 
prepared to be governed by its provis- 
ious in the event that the retailers ac- 
cept it. Already seven of the leading 
manufacturers have so expressed them- 
selves and others may be expected to 
follow their example as a result of en- 
ergetic work on the part of the com-

eight cents per pound. This high 
price was occasioned by the London 
dock .strikes, for notwithstanding 
there was sufficient stock there, it 
was utterly impossible to make ship- 
ments to thiscountry. Consequently, 
the available supply here being in few 
hands, gambier became a speculative 
article, and under manipulation the 
price rapidly advanced. The lowest 
point reached was about ten years ago, 
during 1879, 1880 and 1881, although 
these were known as the ‘‘boom” 
years, when prices for the majority of 
merchantable commodities advanced 
to extreme figures. During that per- 
iod the price of gambier averaged less 
than four cents. These extremely low 
figures were caused by a heavy supply, 
which was encouraged and brought 
about by the higher prices that had 
been ruling during the previous years. 
In January, 1882, the price went to 
four and one-eighth cents and contin- 
ued on an upward course until Octo- 
ber of that year, when seven cents was 
reached. It seems logical to conclude 
from past experience, that the abnor- 
mal prices of the past few years have 
stimulated production to an extent 
which will create a supply greater than 
the requirement for consumption, and 
taking all present indications into con- 
sideration, there is little prospect of a 
marked improvement in values from 
natural causes. It will be noticed that 
the shipments in recent years have 
gradually increased, the total quantity

THE ALLEGED ALCOHOL CON- 
SPIRACY. 


The astounding news comes from 
Chicago that the secretary of the Dis- 
tillers’ and Cattlefeeders’ Company 
has been apprehended upon the 
charge of conspiring to wreck a com- 
peting distillery by blowing it up 
with a highly explosive compound. 
The story has been made familiar by 
the voluminous press dispatches sent 
from Chicago and Peoria during the

The story of the connection with 
the scheme of the alleged chief con- 
spirator, as given in the despatches is 
so circumstantial as to almost compel 
belief, but we should be slow to accept 
the evidence until it has been sifted by 
a properly constituted court of law. 
It is impossible to believe that any 
sane man could willingly lend him- 
self to such a scheme of wholesale 
murder and robbery, knowing well 
the consequences that would swiftly 
follow detection. In this case 
detection would not long be _ de- 
layed in view of the fact that the 
finger of suspicion pointed already to 
the so-called Trust, as a participant in 
previous attempts to destroy these 
same works by violence. The stand- 
ing of the man who is accused of this 
atrocious crime shguld screen him 
from popular condemnation until the 
charge is proved, but if it should be 
proved no penalty could be severe 
enough to adequately meet his case. 

In the interests of business and mor- 
ality itis to be sincerely hoped that 
the claim set up by the accused man 
and his confreres in the corporation of 
which he is an officer, that the charges 
are part of a plot to injure the interests 
of himself or his company, will be fully 
proved when the case comes up for 
trial before a competent tribunal.

PETROLEUM STATIS- 

TICs. 

The statements of the several pipe 
lines for the first month of 1891 show a 
most radical change in the conditions 
of supply and demand, and as a natu- 
ral sequence also in the stocks Since 
July, 1887, each month has shown a 
decrease in the stocks in the custody 
of the pipe lines, and the change to an 
increase is therefore an important one, 
This increase is due to the larger pro- 
duction and decreased consumption 
during the month, the production 
having been the highest since August, 
1882, and has been exceeded during 
but three months in the history of the 
petroleum industry, these being June, 
July and August, 1882. The phenome- 
nal production during those months 
was due to the development of the 
Cherry Grove field, and was short- 
lived, while that of last month was 
due to increased production in various 
fields, and which cannot be regarded 
as ephemeral in character. Notwith- 
standing this difference in the con- 
ditions, however, the market has not 
responded to the bearish feature, 
while in 1882 the price broke to the 
lowest point ever reached. The cause 
for this apparent indifference to the 
changed conditions is doubtless to be 
found in the fact that the production 
has latterly decreased, and the opinion 
appears to prevail that the highest 
production of the Wildwood field has 
been reached and that it is now on the’ 
ebb. As there are many wells being 
drilled in this field, and some in ‘very 
important locatiqns, the production 
may take a bound to proportions even 
beyond those yet reached in that field. 

The production during January 
amounted to the enormous total of 
2,859,053 barrels, or an average of more 
than 92,000 barrels per day. This is 
an increase of 233,000 barrels over the 
December production and of over 
283,000 barrels over that of November. 
The increase in production over that 
of January, 1890, amounts to nearly 
750,000 barrels. The deliveries during 
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January amounted to 2,468,890 barrels, 


showing a decrease as compared with 
December of 261,000 barrels, and of 
about 235,000 barrels with that of No- 


vember. Compared with the de 


liveries during January a year ago,. 
there is a decrease of about 211,000 
This decrease is largely due 
to the falling off in the demand for 
export, which has latterly been un- 
The increase in produc- 
tion and decrease in consuniption has 
resulted in an increase in the stocks in 
custody of the pipe lines of 360,264 
barrels, the total amount on the close 
of the month being 9,655,778 barrels, or 
about 150,000 barrels more than was on

The report of the Buckeye Pipe Line 


Company shows the production of the 
Ohio fields to have been 1,241,154 bar- 
rels, which is an increase over that of 
the preceding month of 55,000 barrels. 
This production was exceeded both 
during September and October last, 
during the latter month by over 100,- 
000 barrels. The deliveries during 
January reached 968,887 barrels, an 
increase ot over 61,000 barrels, and 
shows the largest consumption yet 
reached. The stock in custody of the 
pipe lines at the end of the month was 
21,233,645 barrels, which is an increase 
of 262,250 barrels.

The work of putting up 
the extensive buildings and putting railroad 
switches through the property will begin 
shortly.

Nailor, of Pittsburg. The new discovery re- 
fines oil by the vapor process, which, it is 
claimed, will reduce the cost more than 50 per 
cent, 


A report from Pittsburg is to the effect that 
W. C. Liggett, of Independence, representing 
an eastern syndicate, is engaged in leasing a 
arge block of land in the vicinity of Mt. 
Hope Church in Hopeful township, Washing- 
toncounty. This territory has never been 
developed, though a part of it was at one time 
leased. Itlies between the Taylorstown pool 
and the Turkey-foot field and the syndicate 
thinks that a test will discover a new powl. A 
wild cat well was drilled on the Wilson farm, 
two miles east of this territory, two years 
ago, but it proved to bea duster, The land 
lies on the west side of the county not far 
from the West Virginia line and 5,000 acres 
will be leased.

OBITUARY. 


CHARLES LENNIG. 

Charles Lennig, the well-known chemical 
manufacturer, of Philadelphia, Pa., recently 
died at hia residence, in that city, from ex- 
haustion due to old age. He was bornat May- 
ence, in Germany, in 189, and came to this 
country in 1819, with his father, the late Nich- 
olas Lennig. The latter established himself 
in the business of a manufacturing chemist, 
which he had learned in France, and by him 
the house of Lennig & Co., was established 
in 1831, Four years later the elder Lennig 
died and the business wat left in charge of 
the eldest son, who, in 1859, associated his 
cousin, Mr. Frederick Lennig, in business 
with himself. Upon the death of the junior 
partner, in 1863 the firm was changed to that 
of Charles Lennig & Co., limited. 

Mr. Lennig, when a young man, traveled 
extensively in Europe and Mexico and de- 
voted himself to the study of chemical manu- 
facture. At the time that oil of vitriol was 
first manufactured by a French chemist Mr. 
Lennig paid for permission to enter the 
works and study the process of making sul- 
phurie acid. Profiting by his knowledge 
gained there, he returned to Philadelphia and 
was instrumental in erecting large works at 
Port Richmond. where for five years the 
mannfacture of the acid was carried on ex- 
tensively. 

Mr. Lennig was one of the founders and 
for many years president of the Pennsylvapia 
Salt Company, to him being due the introduc- 
tion of the alum industry in Philadelphia. He 
was also president of the Penn Construction 
Company, of North Carolina; of the Indepen- 
dence National Bank; of the M. L. Shoemaker 
Company, limited ; vice-president of the Hope 
Mills Manufacturing Company, and director 
of many other flinancial institutions, Mr. 
Lennig leaves two sonsand a daughter. 





W. A. PULLMAN. 

Mr. W. A. Pullman, president of the Sea- 
board National Bank, of this city, died last 
Friday morning after an illness that had 
lasted only five days. Mr. Pullman had just 
completed drrangements for a year’s absence 
in foreign lands and was to have started on 
his voyage last Wednesday, which his sudden 
illness prevented. 

Mr. Pullman was about 47 years ofage. He 
was born at Sherman, N. Y., went to the oil 
regions while young, and began life poor, de- 
pending upon his own exertions for even a 
livelihood. In 1869-70 he was station agent on 
the Oil Creek Railroad at Petroleum Center. 
Joseph Seep was at that time an oil buyer for 
J. A. Bostwick. He took Mr. Pullman out of 
the office which he occupied and made him his 
confidential clerk and bookkeeper at Foxburg, 
Parker and Oil City successively, and he acted 
in that capacity until 1883, Along in the '70’s 
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he became a stockholder in the Ameriean Oil 
Company, which was composed of himself, 
Joseph Seep, Daniel O’Day, James Amm and 
others, which operated extensively in the 
Bradford fleld. He continued with this com- 
pany when it reorganized as the oil-producing 
company of James Amm & Co., which went 
out of business on the first day of last October 
by the sale of ita property at Wildwood to the 
Forest Oil Company. 

Several years ago some of the members of 
the firm of James Amm & Wo., with two or 
three others—namely, Mr. Pullman, 8. G. 
Bayne, Joseph Seep, D. O'Day, L. H. Smith 
and J. J. Vandegrift, organized the Seaboard 
National Bank and made Mr. Puliman its 
president. Since then Mr. Pullman had re- 
sided in New York. He leaves a wife to 
mourn his loss, but no children. 

FREDERICK W. PARROTT. 

Mr. F, W. Parrott, who was born eighty-five 
years ago in Bridgeport, died there Jast Thurs- 
day in the house where he first saw light. He 
was the oldest turniture manufacturer in that 
city, haviug begun in 1827, and probably the 
oldest in New England. He made the first 
hearse and the first sofa ever known in Bridge- 
port. In 1846 he began the manufacture of 
varnishes and possessed a secret in the com- 
bination of materials known only to those 
associated with bim. The deceased at one 
time wasa member of the Road and and Bridge 
Commission, which did so much for Bridge-

It is nut the intention of this resolution to 
in any way countenance representations 
which would be fraudulant upon their face.

The United Alkali Company, limited. 


At the statutory general meeting of the 
shareholders of the United Alka'i Company, 
limited, held at Liverpool, an important con- 
cession to chemical merchants and brokers on 
Tyneside was made from February 1. The 
local directors of the United Alkali Company, 
in response to a deputation of shippers of 
chemicals, have decided to pay the river-dues 
levied on chemical products exported from 
the Tyne, and which have hitherto been borne 
by the shipper of the goods. This will make a 
difference of 6d. per ton on caustic soda, 344d 
per ton on bleaching powder, soda ash and 
white alkali, and 144d. per ton on soda crystals 
and sulphate of soda. The payment of these 
dues by the manufacturers instead of the 
shippers will place the Newcastle chemical 
merchants on the same footing as their Liver- 
pool colleagues, who do not pay such dues, 
It is announced that Mr. I. Heslop, who for 
mapy years has been chief of the commercial 
department of the Jarrow Chemical Com- 
pany’s establishment, has been appointed

Annual Meeting of the Paint, Oil and 
Varnish Club. 


The fifth annual meeting of the New York 
Paint, Oiland Varnish Club was held last 
Thursday evening at the Down Town club 
house. President Eger called the meeting to 
order shortly after five o’clock, the hour hay- 
ing been made thus early in order to give 
time for the banquet and entertainment that 
was to follow the business session. After the 
minutes of the last meeting had been read and 
approved the annua) reports were called for. 
Secretary Templeton reported as foilows: 

GENTLEMEN—During the fourth year of our 
existence as a club now just come to a close, I 
have to report that we have had eleven resig- 
nations—5 members changed their business 
relations, 4 never attended any of the meet- 
ings, 1 was the only represernsative of the glue 
trade and felt lonesome, and 1 married a wife 
and couldn't stay away from her, so that all 
thought they had good reasons for going out. 
To make partially good our losses we have 7 
new members, so that our net loss is 4, making 
a total of 7lactive and 4 honorary—75 mem- 
bersinall. Inevery crganization changes in 
the membership occur from one cause or an- 
other, and the only way to keep up a good list 
isfor each member to do missionary work 
and persuade others to join ourranks. I have 
sent out some thirty letters inviting other 
firms to join, ard am glad to report that three 
have accepted the invitation and come in next 
term. If you will a)l assist in this work I feel 
good results willaccrue. Although our num- 
bers are not quite so large this year as last, I 
am glad to say the average atterdance at the 
meetings has been larger, 3744 for 1889, 43 for 
1890; this certainly proves that thereisa great- 
er interest in our proceedings, but still there 
ought to be a larger attendance and a greater 
number take part in the discussions. What 
we need is greater enthusiasm on the part of 
all,and not expect the few to carry all the 
burden. 

As secretary of the Credit Bureau, Mr. 
Templeton reported as follows: 

Gentlemen:—Since my last report I beg to 
advise you that during the second year of the 
existence of your Credit Bureau, 1 have sent 
out confidential lists Nos. 8 tv 19 in which I 
have reported 571 names from whom credit 
was to be withdrawn, and advised you of ac- 
counts paid amounting to $4,071 80. I have also 
sent you out the first revised list embracing 
502 names. Our cash account for expenses 
leaves a balance on hand of $373 18, 

Chairman Kich presented the report of the 
Executive Committe as follows: 

Gentlemen—In looking over the work ac- 
complished during its past year, we are of 
course sensible that greater results might 
have been obtained if each member had done 
his best and introduced such subjects for dis- 
cussion as he knew would benefit his trade as 
well as himself ; still we think we can congrat 
ulate ourselves that during the year the aver- 
age attendence at the club meetings has been 
larger and a greater interest shown in the dig- 
cussions than formerly. 

Since our last annual meeting, the National 
Association has supplied us with plenty of 
good ideas and arguments, which if carried 
out would have greatly benefitted every mem- 
ber, and it will certainly be our own fault if 
we do not sell better goods and get better 
prices in the face of what the association has 
tried to accomplish for us. We have done our 
best both by our contribution and also by our 
Petitions, to have a National Bankruptcy Act

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passed and trust that before our next annual 
meeting comes around, it will have become 
part of the laws of our country. 

For the better handling of special subjects 
three standing committees have been ap- 
pointed, viz., Dry Colors, Mixed Paints and 
Colors in Oil and Varnishes—the two latter 
have only had one subject under considera- 
tion since their appointment, upon which 
they report at this meeting. We congratu- 
late the Board of Arbitration that their serv- 
ices have not yet been required, 

Our Credit Bureau. continues to do good 
service for its members and we are sure we all 
appreciate the labors of our secretary to make 
it a success, and as a substantial mark of our 
confidence in Mr. Templeton, we recommend 
that you pay him proper compensation for 
bis time and labor. 

Now, gentiemen, that we are about to com- 
mence our fifth year, we trust that every 
mewber will strive to do his best for the gen- 
eral good, both by his attendance and in 
bringing forward new ideas, remembering 
that our success depends on every one doing 
his duty and that each individual must take 
his part. It is sometimes asked by members 
who have done nothing to help in the work, 
“Well, what has the club accomplished?” In 
reply we say, it would have done more had 
you done your part, but as it is we have tried 
to benefit the trades our club embraces, and 
as a body are prepared to grapple subjects as 
they come up, which we could not do were 
there no organization. We therefore beg our 
members to he prompt in attendance, and to 
use their best efforts to secure new members, 
all setting an example of diligence. 

In recommending the adoption of the Exec- 
utive Committee report, Mr. Elmendorf said, 
he wished to most heartily indorse the rec- 
ommendation respecting the Credit Bureau, 
as his firm had derived the greatest benefit 
from it and has been able to collect ac- 
counts through this agency, heretofore con- 
sidered uncollectable. During the past two 
or three days they had collected two accounts 
of this character. 

The report of the Committee on Mixed Paints 
and Colors in Oi) was presented, but was held 
over for consideration later in the evening. 

The Nominating Committee presented the 
following list of candidates and they were 
unanimously elected to serve for the ensuing 
year:

At the close of the business proceedings, the 
members and their guests repaired to the din- 
ing room where they were regalled with a 
dinner. The menu cards were particularly 
handsome and appropriate, consisting of 
small porcelain palettes beautifully decor- 
ated, the menu being artistically painted in 
oil colors. The newly elected president, Mr. 
Aquila Rich, assumed his place at the head of 
the table. President O. L. Whitelaw of tne 
National Paint, Oil and Varnish Association 
occupied the seat of honor at the right of 
President Rich, and next to him were seated 
Prof. Ricketts and Everett P. Wheeler. At 
the left of the chairman were Messrs. Charles 
Adams, vice-president of the New England 
Paint and Oil Club, Mr. W. W. Lawrence, sec- 
retary of the Pittsburg Club,and Mr. Geo. Dex- 
ter of Boston, The general attendance was not 
so large as at former annual meetings, but 
was fully representative. The club is grow- 
ing in membership and influence, but there 
seems to be a disposition to stay away 
from these important gatherings among 
members whose presence and participation in 
discussions would add much to the interest 
and value of the meetings. 

With the appearance of coffee and cigars 
President Rich introduced Mr. O. L. White- 
law of St. Louis, President of the National 
Paint, Oil & Varnish Associtaion, who spoke 
as follows: 

Mr. President—While I appreciate the fact 
that the seat you have given me to-night at 
your hospitable board isin honor of the Na- 
tional Association, I must be allowed to thank 
you in my own behalf for the coupliment 
which I felt it to be when asked to be with 
you on this occasion. 

I am glad your interest in the National 
Association is such that you wish to have it 
represented by even so humblea member, and 
one 80 little used to after-dinner speaking. I 
do not know that any argument is necessary 
before this intelligent club in favor of nation- 
al organization ; but we sometimes think that 
New York, feeling her strength and import- 
ance so sure, is for this very reason forgetful 
of herduty towards her less powerful allies 
elsewhere. Carlyle says, “Infinite is to help 
man can yield to man.” New York cannot 
honor herself more than by stretching out a 
helping hand through national associations 
all over this broad land, 

Strongly intrenched here,do you fully ap- 
preciate your power and greatness? The 
Bank clearings of New York exceed those of 
London a thousand million dollars a year, The 
commercial signification of this fact is trem- 
endous. It means the transfer of financial sup- 
remacy from England to America; and, while 


we believe the great Mississippi valley will in 








are looking as an example to guide them 
safely to the haven of prosperity. 

Mr. Whitelaw’s address was frequently jp. 
terrupted by the applause of his hearers, and 
listened to with evident enjoyment, 

He was followed by Mr. Charles Adams of 
Boston who spoke substantially as follows; 

Mr. President and gentlemen of the New 
York Club :—It is somewhat embarrogsing to 
me to be called upon as I had not the slightegt 
idea that I would be here to-night and there, 
fore was not prepared to address you, [t is 
said that cranks are men of One idea, and I 
am afraid I will be considered @ crank if ] 
speak on the subject uppermost in my mind, 
At the meeting of the national association the 
subject of postal charges on paint sample 
cards was discussed. As a result Circulars were 
sent out to various puint clubs, asking them 
to use their influence to induce Congress to 
change the law so that their sample cards 
could be sent through the mails at a lower 
rate of postage. Here we have a busines 
proposition that will appeal to every man, 
woman and child outside of business circles, 

“TI took one of these color sample cards to 
three of the assistant postmasters general st 
Washington, with the object of showing by 
occular proof that they are entitled to a lower 
classification. One of these assistant post- 
masters called in a deputy, who, after exam- 
ining the card, asserted that it was fourth. 
class matter. I insisted upon knowing 
whether he was positive on this point, as q 
good deal depended upon it. He was quite 
sure but wanted time to consider. A few 
days later I received word from the Post Office 
Department that the cards were third-clas 
matter. Now, what is the status of this mat- 
ter? A bill to give paint manufacturers relief 
in this particular is locked up in the commit- 
tee who have jurisdiction in postal matters, 
and I am afraid it will not be taken out while 
Wanamaker holds office.” 

Referring to the benefits the trade may 
derive from associations of the character of 
the New York Paint, Oil and Varnish Club, 
Mr. Adams said he believed in business or. 
ganizations that are founded on _ business 
principles including equity and justice. Hon- 
esty is the best policy, he said, and while he 
had been engaged in the paint business he 
had found as many honest men in that line as 
inany other. He believed the dealers and 
manufacturers were equally honest with the 
master painters, whom he classified as a nec- 
cessary, but at times troublesome part of the 
business. He closed his remarks by congrat- 
ulating the club on it prosperity, but thought 
that instead of forty, there should have been 
at least two hundred aud fifty members pres- 
ent on this occasion. 

Under the haad of unfinished business the 
secretary read the following report, which 
had been laid over at the business session 
early io the evening: 

Ata meeting of the Committee on Oil Col 
ors, &c., to which had been referred the reso 
lution of the National Paint, Oil and Varnish 
Association regarding uniform price lists for 
oil colors and mixed paints, it was resolved to 
report to the club that the question of adop- 
tion of the uniform lists must remain with 
the individual firms interested, as there seems 
to be no prospect of unanimous action on the 
part of manufacturers.

the future be the scene of our greatest indus- 
trial development, New York will continue to 
be the financial metropolis of this country — 
yes, of the whole world. 

All this accumulation of wealth and power 
brings with its responsibilities. As the apos- 
tle says of the Church Universal, we are all 
members of one body, and what affects one 
member affects the whole system. Hence the 
necessity of each trade interest coming to- 
gether in nativnal association. 

The organization of the National Paint, Oil 
& Varnish Association was only following the 
example of the bankers, lawyers, druggists, 
and many other professions and trades, unit- 
ing this great country for the common good. 
Local associations are most necessary; there 
ig a need for them which no national organiza- 
tion can meet, and sometimes their influence 
is so great that it is felt from one end of this 
broad land to the other. Notably is this the 
case with your own Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, whose energetic influence for good 
hasbeen so marked,in whatever dicection it has 
turned in the interest of reform and fair-deal- 
ing. I was glad when it was announced thata 
drug section has been added to this admirable 
body, and wish it might have been Drug, 
Paint & Oil section; so we could ail more 
directly derive the benefit of its deliberations. 

The National Paint, Oil & Varnish Associa- 
tion, which I have the honor to represent to- 
night, is young. In answer to the question as 
to what it had accomplished, a facetions mem- 
ber of the N. E. Club remarked that he knew 
of but one thing, and that was, through its in- 
fluence ex-President Richardson was induced 
to wear a necktie. ButI assure you, gentie- 
men, it has accomplished vastly more than 
this; however important its bearings upon 
the paint trade of the country may be. Ithas 
given ex-president Richardson to the whole 
country, and shared with every club in the 
Union, the tact, skilland energy which have 
80 signally crowned with success the efforts 
of Mr. Richardson and his associates of the 
N. E. Club., It has given us many times more 
than “Three wise men of Gotham,” who did 
not go to “sea in a bowl,” but went in Pull- 
man cars far inland and gave their time and 
wisdom attained by long years of experience, 
to the whole country, in trying to solve knot- 
ty question commonto us all, but really all 
summed upin one was that of the greatest 
good to the greatest number. 

There is no limit to the usefulness of these 
national organizations. If nothing else than 
meeting each other in a social way, the re- 
sults of annual meetings would accomplish 
much ; but there are questions constantly ar- 
rising which affect all alike, yet with which 
one city alone is unable to cope, however, 
successfully organized. Bankruptcy legisla- 
tion, postal and transportation reforms, and 
kindred questions, ali must have united effort 
for ultimate success. 


While standing here, I wish to emphasize the 
importance of what seems to me now, one of 
the greatest of our needs commercially ; and 
that is, the establishment by Congress of a 
Department of Commerce. Resolutions in 
this direction were passed at our recent meet- 
ing in Cincinnati; and it seems to us that it is 
of the greatest importance that we work for 
its accomplishment. 

Was it any more important that the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture so recently called into 
existence should have a place in the Presi- 
dent’s Cabinet, than that the great commer- 
cial interests of the country should have for 
its head a Bureau to which Congress would 
feel obliged to listen when asked for needed 
legislation in our behalf? I trust you will 
excuse these rambling remarks, but my only 
purpose is to stimulate renewed interest in 
national association; to overcome any feeling 
amoung you,—if tuere is such,—that it is per- 
haps a fancied rather than a real benefit to 
the trades we represent. Do not fail to be 
present in St. Louis in November in large 
numbers. You will gather much of the in- 
spiration of the meeting, and it will do you 
good. We wish each meeting, if possible, to 
exceed in interest all former ones. 

We should aim high and never relax our ef- 
forts until our particular line of business is 
conducted on the broadest principles of hon- 
esty and fair dealing. To accomplish this, 
these principles must prevail in the local 
clubs. A stream can rise no higher than its 
source. 

A few years since, a warm, foggy morning 
found us on the deck of a mammoth ocean 
steamer, tossing on the waves just outside of 
your harbor, waiting for the tide which would 
carry us over the bar. It was early, and as 
the fog lifted, long, low Sandy Hook was re- 
vealed to us, and, by the way, what a thrill of 
delight that unattractive portion of New 
Jersey gave toeachone.

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He could only speak from his own experience 
which was that long lists were an advantage 
to manufacturers. Since his firm had adopted 
the long list they had got more dollars and 
centsthan they did when working under a 
system of net prices. He reiterated his 
statement that it would be an impertin- 
ence for him to give advice to people who 
had been in the business before he was born. 
If they could not see that it was dollars and 
cents to them, he would hardly feel at liberty 
to say anything further on the subject. It 
made no difference what was done by any one 
else—big fish or little fish—as for his firm they 
issued no more net lists. 

Mr. Elmendorf thought the only way to do 
business was to do it on a long list, and the 
longer the better. 

The motion was seconded and being put to 
vote was carried. 

Secretary Templeton then read the report 
of the Varnish Committee as follows: 

GENTLEMEN—The Varnish Committee of the 
New York Paint, Oil and Varnish Club res- 
pectfully report as follows: 

That pursuant to the call of the chairman a 
meeting of said committee was held on the 6th 
of January, 1891 at 245 Broadway, at which 
were present Mr. Henry C. Valentine, (chair- 
man) and Messrs. Charles H. Gillespie and A. 
B. Garner. Mr. Garner was appointed secre- 
tary of the meeting. 

The turpentine resolution of the national 
association ‘which had been approved by your 
club and referred to this committee for fur- 
ther action, was then read as follows; 

“It being generally conceded that the prac- 
tice of selling turpentine by gauge is, in con- 
sequence ef the immense differences with 
shape and manufacture of barrels, unjust to 
the consumer, that this convention recom- 
mend that the members of the different trade 
clubs will immediately adopt the system of 
buying only turpentine shipped in the Palmer 
barrel, ora barrel of the same character, and 
tocommence selling by weight as soon ag 
practicable, Also that for any other barrel, 
such as the Old Dominion (country made) or 
any other regular made barrel, to insist upon 
a reduction of at least one-half cent a gallon 
for the turpentine delivered in such pack- 
ages.” 

And, after an informal discussion, the fol- 
lowing resolution was, on motion of Mr. Val- 
entine, adopted by your committee, viz: 

Resolwed, That this committee fully endorses 
the resolution of the national association 
and hopes that the recommendations therein 
may be carried into general effect. 

It was found to be the opinion of your com- 
mittee that the resolution of the national as- 
sociation does not fully cover the ground, be- 
cause, in addition to the differences in gauge 
of contents of the barrels, there is alsoa 
marked difference in the weight of turpentine 
per gallonas between Summer and Winter 
deliveries; these differences amounting to as 
much asa quarter of a pound to the gallon, 
One large buyer having submitted for the 
consideration of your committee, the figures 
covering his purchases for the past two years

Drug Trade Interests in Chili. 


Discussing the condition of affairs resulting 
from the recent outbreak of civil war in Chili 
and their effects upon certain interests of the 
drug trade of the world,the Chemist and Drug- 


gist of London says, in a recent issue: 


The foreign business of Chiliis practically 
in the hands of four nations. According to 
the returns for 1888—which are the latest com- 
plete statistics available—the total imports of 
the republic represented in round fi zures were 
£13,000,000, of which 43 per cent. came from 
the United Kingdom, 23 per cent. from Ger- 
many, 10per cent. from France and 5 per cent. 
from the United States; or, to speak more 
correctly, were imported in ships sailing un- 
der the flags of these nations. -As regards ex- 
ports,, the total value in 1888 was £15,000,000, of 


which 78 per cent. were declared as destined 


to this country, 7 per cent. to Germany, 6 per 


cent, to France and 3 per cent. to the United 


States. The foreign trade of the country has 
grown from £11,500,000, in 1870 to nearly £28,- 


000.0060 in 1888, The expansion has been con- 
stant and regular, excepting in the period 
of 1877 to 1879, during the war with Peru and 
Bolivia. Since the conclusion of peace with 
tbese countries, the annexation of the dis- 
trict of Antofagasta and its “Hinterland” of 
nitrate has very considerably improved the 
commercial position of the republic, and by 
blockading the nitrate harbors the insurgents 
will undoubtedly strike the severest blow 
they could inflict on the Government party. 
Saitpeter now ranks far and away first among 
the Chilian exports, the aggregate value of 
the nitrate shipments in 1889 being more than 
three times as great as that of the combined 
exports of copper, silver and wheat, the three 
next most important articles of produce.Next 
to saltpeter the chief druggists’ article pru- 
duced in Chili is iodine, of which the exports 
in 1889 amounted to no less than 162,829 kilos. 
In 1888 the iodine convention succeeded in re- 
ducing the shipments to 65,868 kilos., and the 
enormous increase of the exports in 1889 is 
solely due to the three months’ interregnum 
which occurred between the expiration of the 
old convention and the inauguration of the 
new ring. These figures, which are taken 
from official sources,seem to point to the con- 
clusion that the present stock of iodine in Eu- 
rope must be at least 100 tons greater than it 
would have been had the convention been nn- 
interrupted, or, in other words, than the con- 
vention managers would have considered safe 
if they could have had things altogether their 
own way. As the consumption of iodine is 
admitted to be almost stationary, it may be 
assumed that these 100 tors (sufficient to cov 

erthe requirements of the whole world for 
eight or nine months) are still in existence, 
undoubtedly under strict control at present. 
The convention of March, 1890, was only, we 
understand, a temporary one, to last until the 


end of the year. Unless it has been extended 


in the meantime, it must, therefore, have ex-

In no case, however, is there at present any 
ground fora considerable advance in any of 
the articles named on account of the revolu- 
tionary movement. although efforta may be 
made to make the revolutian an excuse for 
attempts to drive up the quotation of all Chi- 
lian articles. We regret to say that among 
the nations competing for the supply of drugs 
and pharmaceutical preparations to the Chili- 
ans the United Kingdom does not take the 
highest rank. About three years ago we pub- 
lished a series of diagrams giving a graphic 
view of theshare of each of the principa 
countries whieh supply the republic. From 
these it appears that the valueof British 
pharmaceutical preparations imported into 
Chili had riaen from $80,000 in 1875 to $120,000 
in 1885,and German from $48,000 to $150,000, 
while the French share had declined from 
$70,000 to $57,000. On the other hand, a very 
large share of the import business of Valpa- 
rsiso and Santiago, the two principal cities of 
Chili, is in the hands of French houses. Near- 
ly all the large import houses in Chili still buy 
the whole of their requirements through their 
European correspondents. Lately direct re- 
lations between European manufacturers and 
Chilian consumers have been established, but 
as yet this classef business forms but an in- 
significant proportion of the total trade. This 
business is usually transacted op the long 
credit system—viz., either eight months’ ac- 
ceptances, or two months’ ditto less 6 per ccnt. 
The Chilian import- 
ers in turn also give long credit to their cus- 
tomers—six or eight months’ bills, with a dis- 
count of one per cent. per month for shorter

CHICAGO LETTER. 


[Special correspondence of the Orn, PAINT 


AND DRUG REPORTER. ] 


CHICAGO, Feb. 14, 1891. 
The past week has been one of interest in 
linseed oil circles trade has been active, and 


the volume of business compares favorably 


with that of the same week of last year. The 
inquiry for round lots seeins to be increasing, 
and the outlook for the spring trade is good. 


Another advance in the price of oil may be 
noted, the week ‘closing with raw at 58c. Of 
course,the committee’s agreement is responsi- 
ble for the appreciation,which has been rather 
below the anticipations of the trade. It is 
alleged that the action of the committee was 
unanimous, and it is also reported that a pri- 
vate consultation was held in Chicago before 
—or about the time of—the Eastern meeting. 
The true inwardness of the local situation may 
be described in few words. Neither jobbers 
nor manufacturers care much about the price 


of oil, provided that the market is steady. 


While it is commonly supposed the current 
agreement (if one actually exist) is without 
penalty, the impression prevails that it is 


likely to be faithfully observed. The truth is, 
that the disposition to sell at low prices oil 
expressed from high-priced seed seems to have 


resulted disastrously to the parties who inau- 


gurated the movement. The policy of the 


combination may be said to have been, on the 


whole, conservative, the disposition of the lat- 
ter having apparently been to meet a drop 
rather than to start or encourage it. Whether 
the independents are satisfied with the net 
outcome remains to be seen, yet there are 
buyers who incline to the opinion that a pos- 
sible loss of prospective profits will operate as 
a potent influence in promoting harmony 
among elements naturally dissident. 

The export inquiry for oil cake has not been 
quite so active this week as last. About $19, 
net in Chicago, is the best price obtainable, 
and no sales are reported. The inquiry—so 
far as known—seems to have taken the direc- 
tion of prompt shipment, there being little 
demand for March and none for farther de- 
liveries. Meal is still selling freely at about 
$22 in Chicago, and the inquiry for domestic 
consumption continues to be of a sort sub- 


stantially prohibitory of any other sort of 


trade.

On the whole, the feeling in the cash seed 
market has been firm and a healthy tone has 
prevailed. Offerings have been far from ex- 
cessive, and sellers have displayed a firm feel- 
ing. At the same time the liberal supply 
of seed in sight militates against 
any pronounced advance and _ reduces 
speculation in futures to a minimum, The 
only deferred delivery for which buyers have 
been found this week hasbeen May. On Mon- 
day 1,000 bushels sold at $1 22; on Tuesday the 
market was nominally $1 24, but no business 
was done; on Wednesday 2,000 bushels sold at 
$1 23%: on Thursday 6,000 bushels sold at $1 %. 
An addition of these figures shows the total 
sales of May to haveaggregated 9,000 bushels 
at a range of $1 22@1 24. 

From what has been said it may be seen that 
the cash market has been very quiet, although 
tolerably steady. No futures have been men- 
tioned, with the exception of May, and while 
this delivery shows a slight advance, the av- 
preciation in price over that of cash seed is 
hardly in excess of carrying charges, a cir- 
cumstance which would seem to indicate some 
distrust as to the value of future deliveries.

White Lead, Zinc, Etc. 

Pig lead was quite active during the week, 
and over 1,200 tons are reported as having 
been sold at 4 45c down to 4 30c, and in one 
instance at 4 25c. Since then buyers, who seem 
to have supplied their immediate wants, have 
peen holding off, and the market closes rather 
easy at 4 30@4 35c. Messrs. Everett & Post 
write from Chicago on the 14th inst.: “In the 
several Jead centers there is no change since 
our last, except that vaiues have declined 
slightly in the face of quite large sales, espe- 
cially at the seaboard. So far as we can learn, 
the free selling has been confined to one re- 
finer and February lead; the others having 
sold about all they will make this month, 
won't anticipate next month. Taere has been 
an excellent inquiry from all branches of the 
Jead trade, and while values may go lower, 
yet we look for a reaction and very much 
higher prices in early March. Sales at this 
center have been limited, and the market has 
ruled quiet at 4 15c, 4 17}¢c and 4 20c, the offer- 
ings being small, especially of desilverized. 
Sales at St. Louis foot up some 700 tons soft 
Missouri and desilverized at 4(5c and 410c. At 
the close values may be quoted at 4c bid and 
405 asked.” 

White lead presents no new features of in- 
terest, The consuming trade is quite active 
for this season, although the bulk of the busi- 
ness is in the small quantities needed for 
current requirements. Prices are without 
change, the corroders quoting 6%c for 
6 to 12 tons; 63{c for 1,100 lbs to 5 tons and 7i4c 
net; for quantities less than 1,000 lbs. Terms 
on lots of 1,000 lbs and over are 60 days or 
% per cent discount forcash in 15 days from 
date of invoice. To make either of the above 
named quantities it is allowable to include any 
assortment of packages of white lead, red 
lead or Jitharge, or all of these articles. No 
prepayment of or allowance for freight is 
made, and there are no rebates. Dry lead in 
kegs is quoted at the same prices as lead in oil, 
but in barrels the quotation is 4¢c per pound 
less. 

American oxide of zinc continues in demand 
and manufacturers find it impossible tu accu- 
mulate any stock. Prices are firm at a range 
of 44@5c, as to quality and quantity, the 
inside figure being for lots of 1,000 bbis or 
over. French zincs are unchanged, with 
a fair demand at the following 
prices: In barrels ot 220144 lbs, Tic 
for dry Antwerp red seai, 84c for dry 
Antwerp green seal, 8c for dry Paris red 
seal, and ¢34c for dry Paris green seul. The 
following discounts are allowed to large buy- 
ers of one or assorted grades: 10 bbl lots, 1%; 25 
bbis, 2%, and 50 bbls, 4%, all 30 days. No dis- 
count is allowed on less than ten barrel lots. 
For these, zincs ground in poppy seed oil, the 
quotations are 10}4c for less than a ton of red 
seal in drums, and 10c for a ton or over; llc 
for less than a tou of green seal, and 103c tor 
atonorover. The price in cans is 1044@10%c 
for red seal, and 1134@11}<c for green seal.

Vegetable Olis. 

Linseed oil occupies the same position as at 
the date of our lest. Local crushers report a 
good consuming demand ané maintain their 
quotation at 56c. Advices from the West are 
to the effect that an active business is in pto- 
gress there and that prices have been ad- 
vanced Ic per gallon, which brings the quota- 
tion there up to the figure named in New 
york for Western oil. Here no business 
is reported in Western outside of a 
few small resales at a concession of about lc 
per gallon. Buyers were pretty well filled 
up during the recent period of low prices and 
consequently are not now iu the market. At 
the same time there is little out-of-town oil 
coming this way, the intimation being that it 
finds a ready market nearer the place of pro- 
duction. 

Crude cotton seed oil has arrived q uit 
freely of late,but pact of the lots that came in 
have been previously sold. Consignees have 
held to their limits, and advise that other 
markets are more to their advantage than 
New York, and we heard of asale of 500 to 
1,00 bbls, 5%, at 2lc f o b cars, at mill, to 
go West. From the transactions reported here 
the past week, it would seem that the 
low grades were hardly steady in price, but 
the medium and better qualities were fully 
upto previous figures. Prime varies almost 
as much asthe off grades, and while an oil 
that can be bought for 28c is called prime, 
better grades will bring up to 29}¢c, and we 
are told that considerably more would be 
paid for a round lotof choice. Thesales here 
for the week aggregated some 1,800 bbls rang- 
ing from 2144@26c, which includes 149 bbls 
testing 7°65% at 214¢c; 100 bbis about 5% at 224¢c; 
100 bbls 6% at 22}4c: 170 bbls about 5°18% at 23c; 
120 bbls 414% at 234c; 30 bbls 4% at 24c and 60 
bbis 84% at 24}¢c. 

Summer yellow has not been pressed for 
sale. In fact, the Southern mills have virtu- 
ally been out of the market, only one of the 
receivers Offering, and that at 29lgc. At no 
time has the demand been urgent, but as the 
priceof yellow is still low compared with 
crude, exporters have been obliged to pay an 
advance of fully 4¢c since our last, and it 
looks very like a steady to strong market for 
the near future. At the close we do not hear 
of any bids for export lots, except 28c¢ 
for red, which is offered at 284c, though 
for reddish some ask as high as 29c, and while 
the usual good colored off quality export oil 
@n without doubt be had at 29c some ask as 
high as 30c for it. The sales reported are two 
lots of 500 bbls each, at 29u; 300 bbis, at 29c, and 
20 bbls red, at 28}¢c, all for export. The better 
qualities are to be had at 88c for oil approach- 
iog prime, and 50 bbls rejected last week were 
resold at 3lc, and 50 bbls prime at 35kc. 
These and the choicest grades are attracting 
more attention and at about 35}¢c there would 
be buyers of round lots in anticipation of a 
demand from salad oil bottlers a little later on. 
Soap stock is steady but not active; 1}gc would 
be paid for export and we heard that 1,000 bbls 
sold in New Orleans at that. It is held at 144c 
here.Our New Orleans correspondent wires to- 
night; Crude cottonseed oil at 30c is nominal 
with very little prime offering. For summer 
yellow 82c is asked. Cottonseed on levee is 
quoted at $9. Most of the seed is forward and 
the crushing season is nearly ended. The mar- 
ket is dull,

Cocoanut Oils, &c. 

Cocoanut Oil—There has only been a mode- 
rate demand during the week for spot oil, 
the bulk of the large consumers having sup- 
plied their pressing needs. Only smal! jobbing 
orders are coming to hand, which are satisfied 
at prices ranging from 654@6%(c, as to quantity 
and holder, while for small casks in a jobbing 
way 7c is demanded. From the Regent Murry 
due here early in March they are asking 65¢c, 
but no transactions are reported. For March 
and April sail shipments from Ceylon they are 
offering at a price equal to 6}<c laid down here, 
but so far it has failed to attract buyers. The 
sales for the week foot up 30 tons at prices 
ranging from @4@7c, as to quantity, holder 
and style of package. Cochin oil has further 
been advanced and is now quoted at 9@9i¥¢c, 
as to quantity and holder, the business being 
of a limited nature, 

Palm Oil—Only a moderate trade is reported 
during the week in the various grades of 
prime oil. For Lagos they are quoting 6%c, 
with a few smallsales. Red oil is quiet at 6c, 
and Accra is dull at 55¢@534c, as to quantity 
and holder, but for a round lot these prices 
would no doubt be shaded. 

Olive Oil—No change in the position of the 
market since our last review. All sorts of re- 
ports are being received about the damage to 
the crops abroad, but so far they are so con- 
flicting that very little confidence is placed in 
them. A recent invoice of common oil, regu- 
larly imported by a reliable firm, was assessed 
a duty of 35c per gallon by the assessors, who 
claimed the quality was that of salad oil, con- 
sequently they were obliged to pay the duty 
under protest. The market since the advance 
noted in our last has been very quiet; only 
small sales are reported at 70c. Early in 
the week 50-bbis were sold at 68c, For March 
and April shipments they are asking 68c. 
Olive soap stock is steady on the spot at 6c, 
while for February shipment on way they are 
asking 554@534c, as to quantity, while for 
March and forward 5}¢c is asked, with no busi- 
ness reported. 


Animaland Fish Olis. 

Lard oil is somewhat easier, prime city 
brands being quoted at 49c with a good de- 
mand at this price. We hear prime western 
quoted at 47c. 

Crude menhaden oil is still very dull and to 
all outward appearances devoid of special in- 
terest. There seems to bea waiting policy 
pursued by both buyers and sellers, each ap- 
parentiy watching for future developments 
before doing much. While 30c is the nominal 
asking price itis thought that 28c would not 
be refused. It is reported that Southern oil 
is offered at 25c and it is intimated that 24c 
would buy, but no sales are reported. 

There is no change to note in the pressed 
Oils, light pressed being quoted at 29@30c and 
brown at 28@29c. 

Cod oil is still very scarce, what little there 
is being held firmly and in strong hands. The 
price asked is 38@40o, though we have heard it 
hinted that some might possibly be bought at 
86c. 
Crude whale oil remains about the same, 
with nothing in first hands. New Bedford 
reports the market for crude sperm oil dur- 
ing the past week as quiet with the exception 
of one sale, the first in two months, of 216 
barrelsfor export. This sale was made on 
private terms, and is probably the transaction 
referred to by us last week. This reduces the 
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“took on hand to 11.500 barrels. The market 
is quoted at 72c. 

Whalebone is in fair demand. We have 
heard of sales of about 4,000 lbs Arctic at 
$4 70, while for a better quality $4 75 was paid 
for 3,000 lbs. Two lots of Japan have also been 
sold, one of 2,000 lbs, as $410, and the other 
1,100 lbs, of a better quality, at $4 20. At New 
Bedford there is a good demand, with sales of 
5,700 lbs Arctic at $4 70, and 2,600 lbs Arctic at 
$4 75 per lb for home use and export; 1,800 lbs 
Northwest at $410,and 1,000 lbs of same at 
$4 20. We give below the total amount of 
stock on hand at New Bedford and other 
points on the 16th inst.:

Dupee, I was the guest of the club, and it is 
on account of the pleastant evening that I 


over the motto on the top of the menu and 
give a brief general account of the dinner. 
This motto read as follows: 

“Let no one take beyond this threshold hence, 
Words spoken here in friendship’s confidence.” 

Having, as I believe,both the friendship and 
confidence of the member of the club, I shall 
be very careful not to betray many secrets. 

After the dinner, which was at the Parker 
House, cigars were lighted, and after the tran- 
saction of such business as was necessary tor 
considerationthe correspondent of the OIL, 
PAINT AND DRUG REPORTER, as the guest of 
the evening, was introduced by President 
Dupee in the following words: Gentlemen, 
we a)l handle logwood, and therefore will be 
interested in knowing something about how 
it grows and how it is cut and exported, from 
one who has seep it done. We have a gentle- 
man with us here this evening who has re- 
cently visited the islands where logwood 
grows, and I now takethe pleasure in intro- 
ducing you to “Mr. Allan Eric: Your corres- 
pondent, then spoke as follows: 

“Mr. President and gentlemen of the Dry- 
saltera’ Club of New England: It has been a 
great pleasure to me,I can assure you, to be 
present on this occasion, and the evening bas 
been replete with enjoyment, I never feel so 
completely at home anywhere as with a trade 
organization. I have grave doubts Mr. Presi- 
dent and gentlemen, as to my ability to inter- 
est you; but it would seem to be bad grace on 
my partifIdid not make an effort in that 
direction, after having partaken of your 
bountiful hospitality. Asaruie Ido not be- 
lieve in hobbies; yet I have two, to which I 
am irretrievably and irrevocably wedded. 
One of these hobbies is my  pro- 
fearion, and the other one is that 
portion of the Western hemisphere lying 
south of the tropic of Cancer, The latter 
dates from that time when I was asmall, and 
I fear, not a very promising lad on a rugged 
Maine farm, while the former was a modern 
inspiration. Those regions were like charmed 
lands to me, consequently,when I was charged 
with a commission which took me to the West 
Indies a few months ago, for the first time in 
my life I left the shores of the Old Bay State, 
for a few weeks, with little regret, and in ab- 
out one week thereafter I stood upon the 
beautiful palm-fringed shores of the Island 
of Jamaica. It was my privelege to 
throughly explore the island, both along the 
coast and in the interior—the lovilest place on 
earth! across whose rich savannahs and 
through whose forests the spice-scented, bal- 
my air is wafted by the hand of some 
gentle fairy goddess, whose home is there 
among the palms. Partly because Jamaica is 
my hobby, but principally because it is a land 
of logwood and other dyewoods, I have en- 
deavored to prepare, from my own personal 
observation, something about logwood.” 


After detailing the methods of cutting log- 
wood in Jamaica and preparing it for ship- 
ment, he proceeded to describe the tree itself, 
referring to its botauical classification and its 
true habitat, as follows: 

“The logwood tree was probably introduced 
inte Jamaica in the beginning of the nine- 
teenth century, though it is now natural- 
ized there. It is the only known species 
of itg genius belonging to the natural order 
Haematoxylon Campechiana, from which it 
would seem that the logwood tree is indi- 
genous to the region of the Bay of Campecby.

Boston, Feb. 14, 1891. 

Iam aware that the Drystalter’s Club of New 
England does not seek notoriety, and that it is 
from choice that their doings are rarely seen 
in print. Although I was never before inside 
the portals that shut out the world from their 
deliberations, I have often * written up” their 
meetings, relying upon the facts which 
“Charlie Thayer’ (he of the Boston Dyewood 
and Chemical Company), by which familiar 
term his intimate acquaintances and friends 
in trade are accustomed to address him, was 
pleased to give me. Mr..Thayer was secretary 
of the Drysalter’s Club then. It was not until 
last Wednesday evening that I was ac- 
corded the pleasure of teiug with the Club 
during one of its dinners. On this occasion, 
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guishing crystalline principle which logwood 
contains, namely Haematoxyline;” and con- 
tinuing: The total exports of dyewoods ofall 
kinds to the United States from Jamaica in 
the year 1889, amounted to 19,883 tons, valued 
at £69,220; to the United Kingdom, 60,824 tons, 
valued ot £176.919; to the British possession, 
415 tons, valued at £1,450; to other countries 
82,209 tons, valued at £113,159; total, 103,431 
tons, valued at £360,750. The logwood industry 
is most successfully carried on on the south 
side of the island, along the lines of the 
Jamaica steam railway. Mr. Van Sickle, gen- 
eral traffic manager of the Jamaica railway, 
informed me that a large percentage of the 
total number of tons of freight—natural] pro- 
ducts of Jamaica—carried annually over the 
two branches of his road from Porus and Ew- 
arten, was logwood. The easy facilities for 
transporting the logwood to the coast, 
afforded by the Jamaica Railway, greatly 
stimulates the industry on the south side of 
the island. Kingston being the largest and 
most important port on the coast of Jamaica, 
and the city itself being the center of com- 
merce in the island, the seat of government’ 
the location of the Colonial Bank and,in short, 
the center of most of the commercial enter-

prise and shipping there—except the fruit— 
affords more ample opportunities for export 
The Jamaica railway is now wholly controlled 
by an American syndicate, who, since they 
came into the control of the road abont one 
year ago, have reduced their freight rates‘ 
which has had a tendency to greatly stimulate 
the industry. The logwood is carted from 
points where it is cut, distant from the 
railroad, piled beside the track, and then 
loaded upon the cars. 

After taking up other points, he said in 
conclusion: “Gentlemen, there is one other 
article, a typical product of the island, which 
Ishould like to describe in detail; but from 
the fact that few, if any, of you are familiar 
with it, I shall not enter into the details of 
its manufacture; I refer, gentlemen, to Ja- 
maica rum.” (Great laughter.) At the con- 
clusion of his paper, your correspondent was 
accorded a hearty vote of thanks, which, 
though hardly deserved, I fear, was neverthe- 
less gratefully appreciated.

' preceding week. The clearances of the 
local exchange amounted to 672,000 
bbls, against 896,000 bbls during the 
preceding week. The total clearances re- 
ported for the other three exchanges 
amounted to 2,932,000 bbls, against 3,900,000 
= bbls for the preceding week. The highest 
price of the week was recorded on Friday, 
when 8044c was reached. The lowest point 
of the week was 78!4c, and was touched 
on Tuesday. The opening price last Wednes- 
day was 8(igc and the close this evening was 
at 7840, showing a loss of 17éc as the result of 
the week’s trading, while the extreme range 
of fluctuations for the week was 2c.

well. Cumberland county oil is almost ex- 
actly similar to the Oil Creek product, in ap- 
pearance, odor and gravity, and is said to be 
equally valuable. 

The only reason why this field has not long 
since been developed and utilized is because 
of a lack of transportation. It is 100 miles 
from a railroad on one side and 3C0 on the 
other. It lies on both sides of the Cumber- 
land river, it is true, and if refineries were 
erected on the ground the product could be 
refined and marketed locally. The Standard 
seems to control things down there, however, 
and discourages the idea. It is reported to 
have recently bought out the only refinery at 
Glasgow and shut it down. Meantime Lima 
“ water-white ” is sold in that country at 22 
cents a gallon. A little refinery, not big 
enough to do any harm, is plodding along at 
the wells over in Tennessee, but not a barrel 
of Camberland county green oil is used in 
any regular way.— Pittsburg Gozette.

The West Virginia Petroleum Bill. 


The West Virginia Legislature is wrestling 
with the oil question. A report from Charles- 
ton says that House bill No. 93 is a measure 
of interest to oil producers. It amends the 
present statute and is thought to be fair to 
the pipe-lines, while it affords producers such 
production as they think they should have. 
The bill was introduced by Mr. Pritchard, of 
Marion, whose country has taken a front place 
in oil production and bids fair to come fur- 
ther to the front. This measure requires all 
companies organized for the purpose of tran- 
sporting petroleum to accept production at 
the wells, when offered in merchantable quan- 
tities of not less than 2.00 gallons, and to 
transport and deliver the same at any of its 
delivery stations on the route of its pipe-lines 
that may be designated by the owners of the 
oil, 

All oil is to be inspected, graded and meas- 
ured at the expense of the pipe-line company. 
The rates for transporting heavy oil are lower 
than those in the present statute, but the 
same as the rates now charged. The mini- 
mum rate is to be 10 cents a barrel, and the 
maximum 25 cents for a distance not exceed- 
ing thirty miles. The charge for carrying 
light oils is to be the same as at present. 

In the case of loss of oil from providential 
causes while in the custody of the pipe-line 
company the loss is to be pro-rated by all the 
owners, but this provision is not to apply to 
overflow of tanks, breakage of pipe-line or 
losa from similar causes.

village of Burkesville, the county seat 


of Cumberland county, Ky., which was the 
first oil well found in America. It was drilled 
for waterand struck oil, even before Col. 

Drake drilled that historic well at Titusville. 

It was quite shallow, but itis authoritatively 
said to have flowed 5(),0U0 barrels of oil before 
it was tubed and pumped, and it is yielding oil 
to-day. This issaidto be the first and only 
well in that county, out of twenty-five or 
thirty, that has ever been tubed or pumped. 
Some of the wells are very sballow—only 50 
feet. These produce the heavy, lubricating 
oil for which that region is becoming famous, 
Others are from 90 to 500 feet in depth. These 
yield green oil from anuppersand. Then 
others, again, are from 600 to 1,000 feet deep 
and equally productive from lower sands. 

Altogether there have been about thirty 
wells drilled in what is locally known as the 
Burkesville district, which are scattered over 
a territory not less than sixteen miles long 
and nine or ten wide, and there is nota dry 
one among them. One flowed 3,000 barrels a 
day for a time and it was all wasted. Another 
produced 1,200, which went the same way, and 
so on down. The last wells sunk were put 
down by prospectors, who, as soon as they 
found it rich, immediately plugged the holes 
and left them. Some time ago a well south- 
west of Burkesville was drilled which was 
plugged so quickly and tightly that 
it has not been known how successful was the 
test. Sixteen miles northeast of that location 
on about a 45° line, another was drilled 1,000 
feet and completed about two weeks ago. 
The plugs were not properly inserted in this 
one, and it is flow'ng 20 or 30 barrels—into the 
river. The Brown Oil Company, of Cincinnati, 
has about as much land under lease as the Stan- 
dard has, and other parties have less amounts. 
A company is forming in this city now to de- 
velop one holding of about 10,000 acres, 

The Burkesville field is about 40 mies east 
of the Glasgow district, in Barren county, but 
the products are widely different. Barren 
county oil is the Lima stuff over again, Mr. 
Anderson said he could smell it, when he was 
there, before he got within five miles of the

Club last Wednesday evening, the theme for 
discussion was “Varnishing and Painting of 
Railroad Rolling Stock.” Mr. Charles 
Richardson, ex-President of the Nation 
al Paint, Oil and Varnish  Associa- 
tion, was the principal 
substance of whose remarks are as follows: 
“Mr. President and Gentlemen of the New 
England Railroad Club:—Allow me to thank 
you for the honor you have conferred in in- 
viting me to present the subject for discus 
sion thisevening. I trust I may so present it 
as to cause the most thorough discussion, 
taking into consideration the railroad com- 
panies’ interests, who desire economy in time 
and money, the painters and decorators, who 
havea reputation at stake, and the manufac 
turers and dealers in painters’ supplies, wh? 
are, or ought to be, interested in this subject, 
The railroad system of the United State 
have grown 80 rapidly the past few years that 
you fail to realize their immensity except b) 
comparison; no one industry has equalled it. 
The exterior painting, decorating and vart 
ishing of the passenger and freight cars are 
real problems to be solved. The sharp ¢co@- 
petition in the railrog‘1 business compels the 
transportation of parsengers and freight st4 
small margin of profit.

There seems to be a feeling prevalent 
among the managers of the various roads 
that the cost of exterior painting can be 

tly reduced. If this can be done, how? 
That is the question. Shall it be by using a 
jess quantity of paint for a car, an inferior 
quality, dispensibg with paint altogether, or 
demanding a paint and varnish of a superior 
quality and more serviceable, thus insuring 
longer service before it becomes necessary to 
repaint and revarnish? The paint department, 
if I may so Call it, differs from any other me- 
chanical department. 1t is difficnit.to hurry 
or slight this work, except at the expense of 
durability and appearance, It requires im- 
mense room, principally under cover, well 
lighted, ventilated and heated, These latter 
requirements are essential, and should not be 
neglected. Paint and varnish have a natural 
affinity for oxygen, and when protected from 
the air they dry or harden very slowly. Oxy- 
gen, if given a fair show, will satisfy any one 
as to its being the best as well as the cheapest 
of driers. Much depends upon the condition 
of the atmosphere; when the ozone is ab- 
gent, artificial means must be carefully resor- 
ted to, like medicine. It isnot my purpose in 
presenting this subject to dictate how to mix 
or spread paints. As a manufacturer and 
dealer in this article, I desire to receive 
any suggestions you may have to offer on 
this point. Let us work together to bring 
about results most desired. Allow me to 
make a few suggestions, which naturally enter 
into the discussion this evening. The quality 
of material used is more important than the 
prise. Many of the articles, such as oil and 
varnish, should be bought in large quantities, 
allowing them time to become well settled be- 
fore using. The constant changing from one 
color manufacturer to another, is apt to make 
trouble in matching shades, which means loss 
oftime. All material should be pure and 
finely ground. The mixingor preparing of 
the paint, as far as practical, should be in the 
hands of one person, who should weigh and 
measure each article, rather than to guess at 
quantities. By so doing you have uniformity, 
Ihave known the same material to be mixed 
by two persons, presumably after the same 
formula, and yet differ greatly in appearance. 
Heavy coatings are not advisable; light coat- 
ings dry quicker, harder, and are less liable to 
crack, scale or fade, always use pure linseed 
oil. A poor pigment with pure linseed oil is 
more satisfactory than pure pigments with 
adulterated linseed oil.” 


Mr. Richardson went on to state that the 
Pennsylvania Central RR. Co. had taken a step 
forward in the direction of protecting the 
company in the painting department as well 
as in other departments, by employing a 
chemist to analyze their material and make 
reports. “The results obtained in the labor- 
atory,” said Mr. Richardson, “are good as tar 
as they go, but you cannot tell what will be 
the result by exposure to the atmosphere, 
smoke, cinders, gas, etc. This is more ofa 
practical nature, which, followed up closely 
by the chemists, will resuit in benefits to all 
railroads.” Mr. Richardson took the ground 
in his argument that he did not believe that 
on all occasions, strictly pure carbonate of 
lead was the most satisfactory pigment to be 
used. This brought out some opposition, but 
Mr. Richardson was ready to stake his reputa- 
tion that if they would put on the article asa 
test (referring to an article manufactured by 
his firm), that they would win. One of the 
objects to be attained by the railroad folks 
was a reduction in cost. and it was generally 
conceded that it was not advisable to reduce 
theexpense by cheapening the material or 
hurrying the work. It must necessarily fol- 
low that the reduction must be in saving of 
labor, and in increasing the wear of the mate- 
rials applied to the car, which would prevent 
their being repainted or revarnished as often 


as they now are. ALLAN ERIC.

The break in the price of foreign quinine in 
bulk at the close of the market last week, as 
mentioned in our last report, was considera - 
bly widened on Wednesday, the day following, 
when London cables were received quoting 
a deciine there to 104gd. The price here 
went off to 2lkc with a _ considerable 
number of speculative sales, and in one 
instance 2lc was accepted. Orders were 
also cabled from here to London, but 
by that time a reaction to 11d had occurred 
there, and subsequently a further improve- 
ment took place, the closing price in London 
today being, according to cable advices, 114@ 
114d, The reaction in the foreign market 
was soon reflected here, and at the close the 
quotation was 22l¢c, although it was intimated 
that bids of 22c might be considered. As a re- 
sult of the late break, some 100,000 ozs, have 
changed hands, principally on speculative ac- 
count, including one lot of 20,000 ozs. and 
another of 15,000 ozs., the balance being in

Seeds. 

In most lines business is entirely of a job- 
bing character and prices show no appreciable 
change.

There is a good distributing demand for 
spices but large lots are not attracting atten- 
tion.

The shellac market remains dull and flat. 
Consumers throughout the country cannot be 
induced to take more than a few cases of any 
mark at one time, but as they are believed to 
be ruoning on very light supplies it is ex- 
pected that they will become more liberal 
buyers in the near future. No speculative 
interest whatever isshown and consequently 
no important saies have come under notice 
during the week. The Arabia has arrived with 
1,100 cases which come to strong holders and 
have no particular effect upon the market. 
This is said to be the last direct shipment to 
be expected for some time to come.

Six Thousand Marks Damages. 


The great value of malt extracts in cases of 
impaired or enfeebled digestion, slow conva- 
lesence, mal assimilation and general debility 
has come to be so generally appreciated by 
physicions at large that it is almost invariably 
ordered in cases of this character. 


Unfortunately for the profession and for 
the public there isthe widest variation in the 
quality of the malt extracts on the market 
and it occasionally happens that a physician 
is found who openly avows his disbelief in 
their efficacy. When such a statment is made 
inquire at once as to the brand of malt extract 
used and “it will be found that some inferior 
substitute,and not the genuine Hoff’s Malt 
Extract, Tarrant’s,”’ has been used. 


There has been much contention as to what

The market during the past week for heavy 
chemicals has been very quiet. This in a 
measure may be accounted for from the fact 
that Boston is the recipient of favors as re- 
gards low freights both ocean and inland, 
which enables that market to undersell this 
one to a consicerable extent. Why this should 
pe soisa conundrum that New York mer- 
chants are anxious to find out as regards in- 
jand freights; the ocean part they understand. 
The result has been that orders for caustic 
soda and bleach from the West have gone to 
that point for shipment, The other heavy 
chemicals are steady but quiet. Nitrate of 
soda has been very active with large sales re- 
ported from shipments on way and from store. 
Brimstone is also higher with no immediate 
prospect of any lower prices in the near 
fature. The other articles on the list are all 
steady as noted below. On another page will 
be found an interesting report of the recent 
meeting of the Alkali Union held on February 


4th, In speaking of the Liverpool 
market under date of Februsry 6th, 
Messrs. P. R. McQuie & Son _ say: 


“The chemical market has ruled quiet during 
the past week, the attention of operators 
having been centered upon the possible out- 
come of the statuary meeting of the United 
Alkali Company, Limited, which was con- 
summated yesterday. The lucid and straight- 
forward statement made by the chairman of 
the directors must have carried conviction to 
the minds of those who were influenced by 
the adverse criticisms (which have, from time 
to time, appeared in public journals) that 
their fears were groundless; and we consider 
from a shareholder's standpoint, that the 
resume of the chairman’s remark is highly 
satisfactory. The company, in our opinion, 
have a future before them of great success, 
and that will be accomplished without undue 
inflation of values of any article produced. 
We understand arrangements bave been made 
through the ‘old channels’ for working the 
home trade in Scotland, and we look for an 
extension of this wise policy to the hcme and 
export trade of England. To-day’s quota- 
tions are as follows: Bleaching powder, £7 per 
ton, steady; carbonated soda ash, 134@15¢d, ; 
caustic soda ash, 1 5-16@144d, %; ammonia al- 
kali, 58%, £6 128 64@6 178 6d per ton; caustic 
soda steady, at Union quotations—we note re- 
sellers for March at ls 3d per ton less, for 60% 
and 70%; chlorate of potash, 54d per lb; chlo- 
rate of soda, 7d per lb, April delivery; soda 
crystals, £3 10s per ton; bicarbonate of soda, 
£7 per ton; salt cake—ground and packed in 
casks—£2 16s 6d per ton; nitrate of soda quiet, 
at 76 L0}gd per cwt, ex store; sulphate of am- 
monia very firm,at £10178 6d@!1 per ton in 
singie bags, for 244% basis; sal a : moniac, £37 
per ton for first, and £35 for second quality.” 


Heavy Chemicals. 

Carbonated soda ash 48% of the various Liv- 
erpool makes has been very quiet during the 
past week. Only a moderate demand is re- 
ported for future shipments, as nearly all of 
the large consumers are well stocked for this 
fire. There have been sales of 2 tons for 
shipment at 157i¢c and 50 tons spot at 1 60@ 
1 65c, as to quantity, make and holder. High 
test is meeting with the usual demand incident 
to this period of the year; buyers are offering 
14°e; while holders are declining to shade 
10c,at which a few small sales have been 
made, for spot stocks the price ranges from 
155@1 65c, as to make, brand and quantity. 

Caustic soda ash, 48%, is very dull at the 
moment, only a small jobbing trade is re- 
ported for spot goods at 1 60@1 62}44c, as to 
muke, quantity and holder. For future deliy- 
ery, no further business is reported. Values 
continue steady at 1 5644Q1 573gc, as to brand, 
quantity and date of shipment. Messrs. J. P. 
Brunner & Co., in speaking of the Liverpool 
market, under date of February 4,say: “There 
is practically no change in the position of 
heavy chemicals since our last. A fair busi- 
ness is passing, but transactions are not ona 
large scale. The Alkali Company ordered a 
restriction in the decomposition of salt for 
the month of Februaty to the extent of 25%, 
but as a number of makers protested that 
they would be unable to carry this out, the 


proposed reduction has been postponed for 
the present, but will probably take effeet 
from next month, if found necessary. Soda 
ash ig still inamall compass and held for full 
prices. No change in quotations.” 

Alkali, 48%, of the various makes is in ample 
stock to meet all current wants of consumers 
at the moment. For future delivery there is 
but little inquiry, and in the absence of de- 
mand values continue steady at 1 60@1 65c, as 
to make, quantity and date of delivery. BM 
at the moment is well sold ahead at prices 
ranging from 1 624%@1 65c, as to quantity and 
place of delivery. The arrivals of high test 
BM continue to come to hand in sufficient 
quantities so as to prevent any scarcity of 
goods in this line; the bulk, however, goes 
direct into consumption. For future delivery 
there is a fair demand, with sales reported of 
500 tons at 1 50@1 550, as to quantity and date 
of delivery. The other makes are selling 
freely at prices ranging from 1 50@1 55c, as to 
make, quantity and holder. 

Caustic soda 60% is only wanted in a limited 
way at the moment, as nearly all of the large 
consumers are well stocked for the present. 
For shipments during the next three months 
they are quoting 330@332%c as to make, 
quantity und date of delivery. The arrivals 
of high test 70—74% to this port have been 
quite free, but as there is a discrimination in 
favor of Boston bth in ocean and inland 
freights, ‘she scoops the busines,” as the boys 
say, while 310c is the lowest price named here 
that can be done, the low freights enables 
Boston to sell at 3 05c and pay the same price 
demanded abroad by the “Chemical Union” 
as we do, this, however, will probably be 
corrected in the near future. Sales are re 
ported in Boston of 500 dms at 3 0244@3 5c as to 
quantity and rolder, also 100 dms for Februa- 
ry steamer at 310c and 200 dms March and 


April shipment at 3i4c. For 76% there is a fair 
demamd with sales of 60 dms re- 
ported at 330@335c as to quantity 


and holder. The stock of 77% in first hands on 
the spot is about exhausted for vessels now 
due and for shipment they are quoting 3l<c, 
with sales of 200 dms reported. Mr. J. P. Brun- 
ner & Co., in their circular says: Caustic soda 
is in fair request, and buyers have mostly to 
pay Union prices, although some retail par- 
cels have been sold at a shade under Alkali 
Co.’s quotations. We quote 60% to £10 70% £11 
5s. 74% £12 5s. 76% £13 58. for contracts extend- 
ing over 6 or 12 months 5g per ton less money 
would be accepted. 

Salt Cake—There has been rather more in- 
quiry for forward delivery, the sales aggre- 
gating 250 tons for shipment to Baltimore and 
New York at 75@80c as to quantity, make and 
date of shipment. Domestic manufacturers 
are all well sold up for some weeks to come. 
In the absence of any surplus stocks they are 
quoting 75@80c as to quantity, make and place 
of delivery. 

Sal soda, English, is not in very large stock 
on the spot available for prompt delivery. 
There is fair jobbing trade reported, which 
is satisfied at prices rangiug from 1 15@I 25c, 
as to quantity, make and holder. For ship- 
ments on way they are quoting 1 0144@1 10c,as 
to brand, quantity and date of arrival, with 
sales of 50 tons reported within the range. 
Domestic makers all report an active demand 
which is satisfied at prices ranging from 1 009 
1 05c f.o.b. less 154% for cash. as to quantity and 
style of package. 

Bleach—This is the most unsatisfactory arti- 
zle on the list. The low rates of freights, as 
mentioned above, to Boston, as a matter of 
course restricts business to a considerable ex- 
tent at this port. Holders here, rather than 
accept 165c for 100 tons of a prime make, 
stored it during the week; there was, however, 
25 tons of another brand sold at 165c. There 
have been several sales in Boston for shipment 
West at 1 6244@1 65c, as to make, quantity and 
holder. The market here is steady at 170@ 
1 80c, as to brand, quantity and holder. 


Acids. 

Acetic Acid—There has only been a light de 
mand during the week undertreview. Buyers 
continue to take only such quantities as their 
immediate wants require. The price ranges 
from 15521 60c as to make, quantiay and 
holder. 

Muriatic and nitric acid are both receiving 
the usual attention incident to this period of 
the year. Buyers as yet are not making 
offers to any extent for future contracts, 
neither are makers very anxious to sell at 
current low prices while the price of brim- 
stone continnes to advance. 

Oxalic acid is meetirg with an improved de 
mand with sales of 30 cks reported on the spot

We cannot note any particularly new fea- 
tures in the dye market during the week just 
closed, the general condition of affairs being 
in about the same attitude that it has been 
for some time past.

The 
general business has been in a jobbing way 
fairly active. Values remain comparatively 
steady and we have to note very few changes. 

Aniline colors continue steady, without any 
marked change. It being between and be- 
twixt seasons, there is hardly anything worthy 
of note to mention. The business in a general 
jobbing way is fairly good for this season of 
the year. Values remain steady and there 
aro no changes to note, 

Alizarine—No important features have de- 
veloped in this article since our last report, 
the relative position being in about the same 
condition. The demand continues fair in a 
regular jobbing way at prices within range of 
our quotations. 

Albumen—Egg and blood both continue in 
good demand and prices hold firm. There are 
no further advices from abroad other than 
noted in our last issue of the limited offerings 
and the advance of price there. 

Bichromate of potash continues to re- 
ceive some attention. There has been a 
fairly good demand but at the same time 
there has been no matedial change in prices. 
For large lots they continue to ask 10c, while 
for jobbing parcels and single casks the price 
ranges from 1044@l1l}éc as to quantity, make 
and holder, the sales aggregating 30 casks at 
prices within the range. 

Cutch—The relative position of this article 
continues the same as when we last wrote; 
the market is inclined to be firm. The greater 
part of the business done during the past week 
has been ina jobbing way from stock on hand. 
We quote diamond 8 M 6@64c spot as to holder 
and quantity, star B 7c,M N slabs 634c as to 
quantity and date of delivery. 

Gambier during the week has been com- 
paratively quiet and sales have been princi- 
pally of a jobbing nature. Values remain 
steady for spot, and to arrive, according to 
date of shipment, at 544@5!4c as to quantity, 
holder and date of delivery. In our editorial 
columns we give a full statistical account of 
the article for the past fifteen years. 

Prussiate of Potash—There is no material 
change in this article; there has been a fair 
business during the past week both for spot 
and forward delivery during the next sixty 
days, at prices within the range of our quo- 
tations. 

Divi Divi—There is comparatively little de- 
mand, and the market is about bear of stock. 
Buyers in want are obliged to pay almost any 
price that may be asked. 

Sumac is receiving considerable attention; 
there has been quite a little business done 
during the week just closed, both forspot and 
future deliveries, for prime high grades. 
Advices from Sicily, showing a shortness of 
crop, have necessarily advanced values at that 
point. Prime high grade Sicily is quoted at 
$75@80 according to brand and date of ship- 
ment, with sales on the spot of 2,000 bags at 
$75. Virginia acting in sympathy with Sicily 
has advanced and $45@50c is now asked, as to 
quantity, brand and date of delivery. 

Indigo continues in about the same state as 
during the past few weeks; the new crop will 
soon be arriving and until then holders are 
not particularly anxious to sell. Values re- 
main steady and we make no change in quo- 
tions. 

Nutgalls of the various grades continues 
in light demand owing to the stated reports 
of there being large quantities of some grades 
in London. Buyers therefore continue to 
hold off for the present preferring to wait un- 
til values are more settled, 

Dextrine—The general business continues 
fairly active, prices are fully maintained, and 
the tendency is toward a higher range of 
values. In consequence of the agitation 
of the anti-trust luw in Indiana, has be- 
ccme greatly unsettled the lump starch mar- 
ket, and values have declined from 5}4c to 3%, 
while potato has been advanced c during 
the week, under fair demand. 

Dye Woods—We cannot note any material 
change in stickwoods; the market is of a firm 
nature, although there has nothing of any 
importance been done.

The Canadian Soap Makers. 


Last year the Canadian Parlaiment passed a 
law by which a duty of 20 per cent. was im- 
posed on soap grease. Wnatil the enactment 
became a law soap grease had been free, but 
it walstated that oil pressers imported the 
grease and extracted from it the oil which 
they sold to woolen milis, thereby evading the 
payment of duty on theoil, To prevent this 
is stated to have been the reason for the above 
mentioned duty. 

Besides the butchers there appear to be only 








two renderers of grease and tallow in all Can- 
ada to speak of, and in consequence the soap 
makers there have to get their suppliestoa 
large extent from the United States, so that 
















































the duty of 20 per cent. is a serious matter to 
them, since soap is only subject to a duty of 


1% cents per pound. Soap from this country. 


therefore, competes quite successfully in Can- 
ada with their home product. 

Aprovision in the tariff law permits the jim- 
portation free of duty of “rough grease,” but 
the soapmakers aver that the grease covered 
by the term “rough” is cnly such as by its im- 
pure state forbids its shipment to Canada as 
it would arrive in a condition that unfits it tor 
use in soap making. 

The soap manufacturers of Canada are dis- 
satisfied with this condition and believe that 
the provision concerning “rough grease,”’ be- 
ing of no benefit to them nor to anyone else, 
it should be extended to cover also the grease
